2e I did not have an opportunity to speak to Schnyder 
again until just before he left for New York some days ago. 
He then told me that he had had no response to his letters 
to Khartoum, and since (if I understood him rightly) he 
had heard in a roundabout way from New York that the 
Sudanese Government were not now well disposed towards his 
Deputy's visit,had himself called it off. His excuse was 
that. it had become imperative for Prince Sadruddin to be 
in New York for the remainder of the General Assembly's 
session and that it would therefore be impossible for him 
to visit the Sudan as originally proposed. 


Be According to Schnyder, the Sudanese Permanent Representative 
at New York is well disposed towards his Office and he hoped, 
when he left here, to be able to make arrangements through 

him for Prince Sadruddin to visit the Sudan in the not too 
distant future. Perhaps Patrick Attlee, to whom I am sending 

a copy of this letter, will have an opportunity in the next 

few weeks to find out from the High Commissioner whether he 

has had any success in New York.
